TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 
OF  THE  RICHMOND  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  i960. 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of 

Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  -  474,  compares 
with  443  in  the  year  1959?  and  the  birth  rate  (corrected  by  the  Comparability 
Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General),  at  21.23  is  higher  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  at  17*10. 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor)  at  8.39 
(8.72  in  1959)  compares  with  the  National  Rate  at  11. 50. 

There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  of  these 
deaths  9  were  under  one  week  of  ago.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  at 
27*28  is  higher  than  the  National  Rate  at  21.70.  Prematurity  still  remains 
the  main  cause  for  these  infantile  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year.  Stillbirths  at  16.60  is  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  at  19*70. 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  district,  103?  the  male 
deaths,  53?  were  much  reduced  on  the  total  for  1959?  (91)?  female  deaths,  45? 
wore  also  reduced  on  the  total  for  1959?  (55)* 

The  main  causes  of  death  were,  heart  disease  with  32  deaths  (34  in 
1959)?  and  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  with  18  deaths  (23  in  1959) 
a  welcome  decline  in  both  of  these  important  causes  of  death. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  pneumonia  (13  in  1959)  and  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  (5  in  1959) s  only  11  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  (19  in  1959)* 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was 
kept  up  during  the  year  with  adequate  supplies  of  vaccine  and  was  available 
to  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  (excepting  babies  under  six  months 
of  age)  and  to  certain  small  priority  groups  of  any  age.  Up  to  the  end  of 

i960  some  5313  persons  had  received  three  injections  against  poliomyelitis 
in  the  district. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty-five  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  in  the  district  compared  with  469  i-n  1959s  the  decrease  was  mainly 
duo  to  fewer  cases  of  measles  occurring  during  the  year.  During  the  year 
I960  there  were  39  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  compared  with  none  during  1959* 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  offered  to  babies  along  with 
immunisation  against  Diptheria  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  eventually,  it 
will  be  as  successful  as  that  against  Diptheria,  of  which  there  wore  no  cases 
during  the  year.  Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  i960, 
scattered  throughout  the  year. 

Six  cases  of  Primary  Pneumonia  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Seven  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  six  occurring  in  Catterick 
Camp,  three  of  these  cases  occurred  in  children  of  one  family,  but  no 
connection  between  three  other  cases  was  traced.  The  remaining  case  was  in 
a  school  canteen  worker  in  Gilling  ’West,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  no  spread  of  the  disease  occurred. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  in  this  district 
during  the  year  I960. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  in  the  wives  of  soldiers  occurred 
in  Catterick  Camp.  One  case  of  recurrent  Malaria  occurred  in  an  airman 
stationed  at  Catterick  Village  R.A.F.  Station. 

There  were  7  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  in  I960, 
compared  with  5  in  1959*  There  were  no  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1949,  Section  47 «  No  case,  requiring  action  under 
this  Section  of  the  Act,  arose  during  i960. 

Sanitation.  It  should  be  noted  with  some  satisfaction  the  improvements  which 
the  Council  has  made  in  the  district  during  recent  years  for  the  health  and 
comfort  amenities  of  the  population,  and  it’s  determination  to  make  further 
improvements  where  possible. 

With  the  exception  of  isolated  properties,  a  wholesome  and  adequate 
supply  of  water  has  been  made  available  throughout  the  district,  and  schemes 
to  provide  Marske,  and  Barton  (in  the  Croft  Rural  District)  have  been  put 
forward  during  the  year. 

All  the  larger  villages  in  the  district  have  been  given  sewerage 
facilities,  and  in  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  to  commence  sewerage 
schemes  at  Tunstall,  Walkorville,  Sleegill  (part  of  Hipswell),  Moulton, 
Colburn,  Ravensworth,  and  an  isolated  part  of  North  Cowton.  The  smaller 
villages  are  to  receive  attention  in  the  near  future.  To  give  encouragement 
in  the  full  use  of  these  facilities  the  Council  gives  grants  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  for  the  conversion  of  privies  to  water  carriage.

The  Council  has  been  far  from  backward  in  the  the  provision  of 
some  650  houses  for  letting  since  the  war ,  and  has  further  development 
under  consideration,  more  houses  aro  to  bo  built  at  Colburn  and 
Bromp ton -on- Swale.  Improvements  aro  also  to  be  carried  out  to  15  houses 

at  Eppleby  purchased  by  the  Council.  The  year  196I  will  see  the 
completion  of  22  old  persons  bungalows  at  Brompton-on-Swale ,  with  a  warden’s 
service  and  common  room  to  help  the  old  people  keep  their  independence  in 
comfort  and  security.  Improvements  to  properties  by  way  of  grants  are 
encouraged  and  a  now  service  for  advice  and  assistance  by  loans  to 
encourage  private  building  will  commence  in  April,  I96I. 

The  provision  of  parking  places  and  further  garages  on  the 
Council’s  housing  estates  is  under  consideration.  A  weekly  refuse 
collection  service  is  now  carried  out  in  the  whole  of  the  Council's  district. 
All  food  shops  in  the  district  are  maintained  at  a  reasonable  standard  and 
give  no  cause  for  concern,  hygiene  panphlets  and  posters  are  issued  from 
time  to  time.  Meat  inspection  is  undertaken  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred 
per  cent.  An  efficient  rodent  control  service  is  provided  by  the  Council 
with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Council  is  without  doubt,  keeping  in  mind  the  requirements  of 
a  modem  population. 

Dr.  Gavin,  who  had  been  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  the 
1 3t  September,  1953?  died  suddenly  on  the  19th  September,  i960.  Dr.  Gavin 
is  greatly  missed  by  all  the  staff,  by  whom  he  was  highly  respected  and 
esteemed. 


The  post  remained  vacant  until  the  writer  took  up  the  duties  on 
the  1st  June,  I96I.  During  the  interval,  the  Chief  Clerk  Mr.  Shelton, 
carried  on  with  assistance  on  medical  matters  from  the  County  Council 
when  required. 

I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Shelton  and  other  members  of 
the  staff,  as  well  as  to  Mr.  Needham  and  his  staff  for  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  they  have  given  mo  since  I  arrived.

The  Council's  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and  distribution  of  water 
supplies.

Although  it  is  desirable  for  all  the  larger  villages  to  be 
provided  with  proper  sewage  facilities,  the  most  urgent  still  remain  the 
villages  of  Tunstall,  Moulton  and  Ravensv/orth.  The  schemes  for  Moulton 
and  Tunstall  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  to  commence  in  1961,  and 
the  scheme  for  Ravensworth  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  to  be 
commenced  late  in  1961.  Arrangements  arc  in  hand  for  sewage  from 
Colburn  and  Walkerville  to  be  discharged  into  the  War  Department  Sewage 
Works  at  Catterick  Camp.  The  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  at  Melsonby 
and  Middleton  Tyas  have  been  completed. 

10*  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

As  villages  are  provided  with  water  carriage  and  disposal,  many 
properties  are  converting  existing  insanitary  conservancy  systems  to  water 
carriage.  Grant  aid  is  given  for  conversions  to  water  carriage  in 
addition  to  Standard  Grants,  and  during  the  year  i960  twenty-two  privy 
conversion  grants  wore  made. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

11.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered  by  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  A  second  lorry  is  now  in  operation 

and  a  weekly  collection  is  maintained  from  the  centred  population 
throughout  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  part  of  Catterick  Camp 
which  is  collected  by  the  Military  Authorities. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  this  service  for  the  year  i960  was 
£3,750  approximately  compared  with  £4,825  for  1959 • 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping,  which  is  controlled  as 
far  as  possible,  and  as  top  soil  is  avalaible.

One  is  an  open-air  pool 
owned  by  the  War  Department  and  information  in  respect  of  this  cannot  be 
obtained  from  the  Military  Authority.  The  second  an  indoor  pool  owned 
by  Sandes  Soldiers  Home  is  well  maintained  and  under  military  supervision 
in  respect  to  hygiene.  The  water  in  this  pool  is  from  the  War  Department 
supply  obtained  from  the  River  Swale  and  treated  by  pressure  filtration 
and  chlorination,  circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous  through  the  filter 
and  chlorinator  and  a  total  change  is  made  once  each  season.  Samples  of 
water  for  analytical  examination  are  taken  frequently  by  the  military 
authority  and  a  report  of  the  results  given  to  the  manager  of  the  swimming 
pool  only  if  unsatisfactory.  No  adverse  report  was  received  during  i960.
